has led him to believ e that the m ajo r­ 
ity o f Americans fav o r the direct elec­ 
tio n, co ntro l o r recall o f all legisla­ 
to rs, the pu blicity o f campaign co n­ 
tribu tio ns and ex penses, the enactio n 
o f a law mak ing it illegal fo r pu blic 
o fficers to receiv e pay fro m pu blic 
serv ice co rpo ratio ns and the rev iv al 
o f po pu lar go v ernm ent by the driv ing 
o u t o f special interests. 
He declared his belief that the Aid- 
rich tariff was made by serv ants o f 
the special priv ilege, that the o ld pa r­ 
ties are disappearing and that a new 
pro gressiv e o rganizatio n is co ming in. 
Pincho t said: 
“I believ e that Canno n, Aldrich and 
ev ery thing they represent, are pass­ 
ing away . 
I believ e 
the 
president, 
his cabinet, and ju dges, are the ser­ 
v ants o f the peo ple and that they ho ld 
o ffices so lely fo r the peo ple’s benefit 
and sho u ld be respo nsible to the peo ­ 
ple fo r what they do . 
I believ e na­ 
tio nal, state and 
city 
go v ernm ents 
sho u ld be as ho nestly and efficiently 
managed as priv ate bu siness Is. 
I be­ 
liev e the peo ple hav e a right to the 
natu ral reso u rces and that these re­ 
so u rces m u st no t be u sed fo r priv ate 
adv antages alo ne. 
I believ e that go v ­ 
ernm ent sho u ld be fo r hu man welfare, 
no t fo r pro fit, and that it sho u ld help 
the po o r man to mak e a liv ing rather 
than help the rich man mak e mo re 
mo ney . 
“I believ e,” Pincho t co ntinu ed, “that 
co rpo ratio ns 
ha v e certa in rig hts, but 
no po litical rights. 
They sho u ld no t 
ha v e representativ es in co ngress, in 
the cabinet, o r o n the bench. 
I be­ 
liev e the special interests, by their 
co ntro l o f po litics and principally by 
the tariff, are respo nsible fo r the hig h 
co st o f liv ing. 
I believ e the 
peo ple 
lo st co nfidence in 
co ngress beca use 
co ngress as a who le no lo nger 
repre­ 
sents the peo ple who elect it, bu t the 
special interests who co ntro l 
it.
